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Abraham  Lincoln  is  a  name  that  has  inspired  historians 
:>rators  and  poets.  lYhat  can  we  add  today  to  his  fame,  or 
gain  from  his  life.    He  has  been  praised  by  the  whole  world 
We  can  add  nothing  to  that  praise,  and  yet  every  year  has 
added  to  his  ^resfige.  not  because  he  has  cnanged,  out  be- 
cause his  life  has  mtluenced  more  lives  each  year. 

The  direct  effect  of  his  efforts  has  been  incalculable 
He  preserved  the  Union,  and  that  Union,  grop  great. and 
powerful,  preserved  the  world.    These  results  are  airect 
and  understandable.    It  was  a  United  America  that  added 
its  wealth  and  man  power  to  the  allied  cause,  secured  a 
unified  command,  and  attained  an  allied  victory. 

However    the  true  significance  of  Abraham^ Lincoln  is 
not  to  be  found  in  wars,  m  victories,  in  political  re: 
suits,  vastly  significant  as  such  results  may^ be    out  m 
the  man  himself.    His  spectacular  rise  trom  .ne  humble 
lop-  cabin  to  the  official  and  actual  ieadersnip  ol  a  great 
nation  aopeals  to  the  imagination  oi  mankind.      it  is  an 
inspiring  example  of  success  -  a  demonstration  O-^-.j^^e 
si'-nificance  oi  our  form  of  government ,  a  unique  illus- 
tration of  the  working  of  a  governinent  '/of  the  people, 
by  the  people,  and  for  the  people.  '    This  example  has 
insTjired  other  peonies  to  strive  for  and  attain  sa^h  a 
p-overniaent  of  opportunity  for  the  people.      He  Has  act 
lanced  the  cause  of  mankind  not  only  ty  the  success  he 
achieved  m  preserving  the  Union,. but  also  ^ecause  ne,  a 
man  of  humble  birth,  was  permitted  to  seek  and  attain 
that  success. 


But  the  fame  of  Abraham  Lincoln  will  be  found  not 

only  written  in  the  amendments  to  o^^^.  V?^^^'i^^°?4o  in 
only  in  new  constitutions  of  new  renublics,  but  also  m 


the  hearts  of  men.    We  need  for  this  life  not  only  food 
and  clothing  for  our  bodies,  but  also  food  for  our  souls. 
Men^may  feed^upon  the  soul  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  refresh 
their  own  spirit,  oven  as  our  bodies  are  renewed  and 
strengthened  by  ir-eat  and  drink.    Wo  oan  refresh  our  own 
discouraged  souls,  by  the  courage  with  which  he  faced  the 
complex  and  harassing  problem  of  a  government  in  the 
throes  of  an  awful  v/ar.    As  a  young  man  in  the  legisla- 
ture of  Illinois  he  said  to  his  friends: 

''You  ff^ay  burn  my  body  to  ashes  and  scatter 
them  to  the  winds  of  heaven;  you  may  drag  ray  soul 
down  to  the  regions  of  darkness  and  despair  to  be 
tormented  forever,  but  you  will  never  get  me  to 
support  a  measure  which  I  believe  to  be  w"rong^ 
altnough  by  doing  so  I  may  accomplish  that  which 
I  believe  to  be  right.'* 

This  indomitable  spirit  of  the  frontier  lad  who 
without  opportunity  for  education,  v/ithout  schooling, 
without  books,  or  teachers  trainea  his  Fiind  and  soul 
for  the  great  problems  of  leadership,  and  by  the  power 
of  his  spirit  and  the  strength  of  his  will  carried  his 
followers  through  the  sacriiices,  the  blood  and  the 
tears  necessary  to  preserve  a  new  nation,  and  give  to 
it  a  ''new  birth  of  freedom,'*  is  a  source  of  inspiration 
and  uplift  to  all  who  seek  to  understand.    His  resource- 
fulness, his  unfaltering  determination  to  mass  all  the 
pov/ers  of  governjment  -  all  its  wealth  and  man  power  - 
m  the  effort  to  attain  victory  and  to  preserve  for 
others  the  liberty  and  opportunity  he  had  enjoyed  and 
by  which  he  had  so  wonderfully  profited,  inspired  other 
leaders,  in  the  Great  War  to  make  similar  efforts  to 
preserve  democracy.    The  life  of  Abraham  Lincoln  was 
thus  an  inspiration  to  the  leaders  in  England,  in  France 
and  Italy,  and  in  Japan  to  overcomie  discouragemient  and 
to  turn  disaster  and  defeat  into  triuiiiphant  victory. 
If  the  material  resources,  and  the  mavi  power  of  the  Union 
turned  the  tide  to  victory  in  the  last  months  of  the  war, 
it  was  the  spirit  of  Lincoln,  and  to  some  extent  his 
example  that  contributed  to  the  tenacious  fight    in  the 
face  of  frequent  and  overv/helming  disaster  and  ais- 
couragemiont ,  in  the  years  that  preceded  the  entrance  _  of 
America  into  the  war.    Soldiers^ who  never  heard  of  Lincoln 
were  sustained  and  inspired  to  deeds  of  desperate  valor 
by  the  words  and  the  example  of  those  \/ho  had  fortified 
their  souls  by  drinking  at  the  fountain  of  Lincoln's  life. 
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and  thus  his  sp'irit  and  his  oourdgo  w'cro  passed  on  to  them 
-  they  wore  strong  becauise  he  v^as  str-ng,  they  fought  for 
freedom  and  liberty  her^ause  he  v/rought  lor  it  and  loved  it 

But  other  men  have  b^en  determined,  other  mien  have 
fought  against  great  odds,  and  have  boon  successful.  We 
find  in  Lincoln  not  only  courage,  unalterable  determina- 
tion, and  resistless  energy,  not  only  success  and  victory, 
but  also  suprem.e  faith  in  the  success  of  right .    To  be 
right  in  one^s  cause  was  to  be  certain  m  victory  regard- 
less of  the  strength  of  one^s  opponent.  'Right  v/as_synony- 
m^ous  with  might.     It  was  the  source  of  m.ight,  and  in  the 
ultimiate  test  only  the  m.ight  sustained  by  right  could 
succeed.     It  was  Lhis  conviction  which  sustained  Lincoln 
in  the  darkest  hours  of  the  Civil  Vlar.    The  keynote  of 
the  Cooper  Union  speech  was  the  principle  that  sustained 
Lincoln^when  others  faltered  and  failed.    ''Let  us  have 
faith  that  right  makes  might    and  in  that  faith  let  us 
to  the  end  dare  to  do  our' duty  as  we  understand  it.'' 

General  Maurice  in  sumiraing  up  the  reasons  for  vic- 
tory in  the  ;Jorld  ,jar  says: 

■'It  is  idle  to  arg^je  as  to  who  won  the  war.  Ger- 
many could  not  have  been  beaten  in  the  field,  as  she 
was  beaten,  without  the  intimate  cooperation  oi  all 
the  Allied  armies  on  the  Western  Front  directed  by 
a  great  leader,  nor  without  the  coordination  f9r  a 
common  purpose  of  all  the  resources  of  the  Allies  - 
naval,  military,  industrial  and  economic.     If  victory 
is  to  be  attributed  to  any  one  cause,  then  tnat  cause 
is  not  to  be  found  in  the  wisdom  of  any  one  states- 
man, the  valour  of  any  one  anay,  the  progress  ot  any 
navy,  or  in  the  skill  of  any  one  general.    Our  tri- 
uiiiph  was  due  to  the  justice  of  our  cause  and  to  tne 
faith  to  which,  even  in  the  darkest  days    the  tree 
peoples  of  the  world  held  firmly,  -  the  faitn  that 
right  is  might .'' 

Lincoln  saw  in  the  Civil  War  not  only  a  test  of  our 
institutions  -  rf  a  government  founded  upon  the  equality 
of  man  and  his  inalienable  right  to  freedom  -  but  a  t^'St 
of  the  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  and  of  the  laws  establisned 
by  Eim.  Lincoln  believed  in  the  freedom  of  man  -  in  iiis 
inherent  rights,  as  derived  from  the  Creat9r    and  for  that 

reason  he  could  ^not  conceive  of  the  P°s^i^.^|i^,^ &ts 
in  a  contest  to  establish  the  supremacy  oi  these  rights. 

In  his  "Lost  Speech"  of  185G  he  is  quoted  as  follows: 
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'.'The  "battle  of  frGcdoa  is  to  be  fo^c^ht  out  on 
.  principles.    Slavery  is  a  violation  of  eternal  ri^^ht . 
V»'g  have  temporized  with  it  from  th  e  ne  cess  ities  of 
our  conditions,  but  as  sure  as  H-od  reigns  and  school 
children  read,  that  black  foul  lie  can  never  be  con- 
secrated into  G-od^s  hallo\7ed  truth." 

Lincoln  had  so  sublime  a  faith  in  man  that  it  reached 
back  of  the  man  to  his  Creator;    Lincoln^s  life  therefore 
is  a  living  expression  of  the  faith  of  a  man  in  a  just 
God  -  a  faith  that  justice  must  triumph  because  the  Ruler 
of  m.an  is  just . 

''Those  who  deny  freedom  to  others,''  he  said,  'Vieserve 
it  not  for  themselves;  and  under  the  rule  of  a  just  God 
cannot  long  retain  it." 

Faith  is  perpetuated  by  lives  inspired  to  worthy 
deeds  by  an  inner  conviction,  not  by  pious  expressions 
or  assertion  of  such  faith. 

But  Lincoln  is  an  inspiration  not  only  because  he 
had  an  unquenchable  faith  m  the  rightness  of  God,  but 
also  because  he  had  a  profound  faith  in  man,  and  because 
his  faith  in  m.an  and  in  his  Creator  was^foundcd  in  5^.  love 
of  man  \/nich  shone  through  his  whole  life.    His  kindliness 
to  his  neighbors  and  friends    his  unselfishness,  his  meager 
legal  fees,  his  kindness  to  the  soldier  and  to  the  sailor, 
his  pardons,  his  words  of  charity  and  forgiveness,  all 
give  us  the  clue  to  the  inner  life  in  which  abode  a  toler- 
ant love  for  man  with  all  his  faults  and  unlovliness. 

fiQ  can  not  do  better  on  this  natal  day  ofi-Lincoln 
than  to  taste  anew  of  his  courage,  of  his  faith  and  of 
his  love  and  to  renew  our  devotion  to  the  cause  oi  liber- 
ty and  equality,  and  to  the  form  of  government  m  which 
it  finds  its  fullest  expression  -  to  the  government  "o4 
the  people,  by  the  people  and  for  the  people''  -  and  to 
pledge  anew  our  faith  in  the  justice  and  guidance  oi  the 
God  Who  led  Abraham  Lincoln  and  his  people  through  the. 
wilderness  of  Civil  War  to  peace  and  plenty,  /iho  sustained 
His  courage  and  justified  His  faith  in  that  fateful  and 
awful  journey,-

0:7  them".     In  this  •,7hi:nsiGal  fashion  Abraham  Lincoln  expressed  his 
unalterable  faith  in  rcanlcind.     He  v/as  born  in  Kentnclrj  upon  land 
ceded  by  the  State  of  Yir.^inia  to  t'ze  federal  povermTient  as  a  pled(-;e 
of  its  faith  in  the  union  of  the  states.     He  had  lived  here  ard  in 
Indiana,  and  in  Illinois,  in  ioioneer  days,  in  constant  contact  with 
the  cOinmon  people  who  had,  like  himself  and  his  father,  benefitted 

the  r;enerous  p)urpose  of  the  new  nation  to  distribute  its  land 
aiTion;:  those  pioneers  'i7ho  by  their  action  in  settling,  purposed  to 
take  advantc":e  of  t]ie  f':enerosity  of  the  nation.    Abraham  Lincoln  not 
only  ]:.imself  believed  in  the  coiTrmon  people,  but  also  }ie  belijvod  in 
a  jUst  Providence  '.^lich  was  workin'-  out  t]ie  destiny  of  man.     It  --as 
in  1860,  here  at  the  Cooper  Union  Ir^stitute  in  "Chis  city,  that  Lin- 
coln tersely  expressed  ibat  faita  in  the  concludin''-"  sentence  of  his 
.justly  celebrated  address  — 

"  Let  us  Lave  faitli  thL.t  ri  ht  makes  mi"^it:  and 

in  thc't  I'aith  let  us  to  tlie  ond  dare  to  do  ou]  duty 
as  v;e  understand  it." 

Ho  accepted  t;io  ;orinci'ole  announced  in  the  Decloration  of  In- 
de-iendeiico  that  ; -ov^mTinnt d  \;ore  ordained  to  preserve  the  peace  end 
happiness  of  t7.e  people.     After  t^/o  yeai  s  of  '^'ar,  on  one  oi'  t'l:, 
bloody   jattlof ields,  ha  declared  his  fait]i  i'l  a  '"oveinmcnt  conceived 
in  lib;n-t;'-  Jind  dDdicated  to  the  ...quality  of  i:V-r\,  ond  ti^ore  Cr'Hecl  -apon 
his  fellow  citiz-ns  to  pljdre  anov  thz-ir  devotion  to  th^  t  '^■ovjmuGnt 
to  fao  vud  thi..t  ■ovornnont  of  the  :)eoplj,  by  the  '"leopl-,  and  for 
the  p:cplj,  should  not  perish  from  the  ,arth,  but  t'u.t  thjro  sbtould 
be  a  r:v/  birtn  of  freedom.     It  is  u-v:ropi"iate  that  or,  th:;  birthday 
of  Abraham  Lincoln  v;,,  should  reno'v/  our  faith  in  th>;,t  form  of  ^overn- 
mont,  and  to  that  end  it  may  b^'  ./ell  to  tak:-  note  of  the  pro.'^ross  that 
h&s  b^en  mad^j  or  tiiis  continent  in  tbj  -.-reat  oxporimor.t  of  yove  -nj-ncnt 
by  thj  people.    Altliouyh  th-  colonies  \/hich  form;-d  this  "•ovcriuoent 
had  ..ndur-d  for  nj:;,rly  150  years  b:;foro  t'w.)  Declaration  of  IndopendenC'.

We,  who  have 
boliovod  in  the  or-tjality  of  man  and  a  ';:ov ornrnont  by  all  of  th^  people,  are 
confronted  by  th.:  spoctaclj  of  an  autocratic  goverix'nont  turn  3d  upside  down 
so  thc'.t  instead  of  a  dictatorship  by  a  czar,  wo  Iiavo  a  dictatorship  by  the 
prolotariat.     Wo  believe  in  neither  czars  nor  /rolotai iat ,  but  in  the 
dignity  of  the  individua,!   oan.     Under  our  theory  of  government  it  is  like 
a  pyramid.     No  matter  how  often  it  is  ovei turned,   it  is  still  the  same 
height  and  ]ias  the  same  composition.     The  top  cannot  '^0  to  the  bottom,  nan- 
the  bottom  com^  to  t-.e  to-o,  becauoo  thjre  is  no  top  and  no  bottom.  Or 
like  tin-  sphere,  constantly'  r/volvin^,  \;e  have  rotation  in  office.  P^joplc 
are  onfcering  into  the  recponsibilit i  .s  of  office-holding,  end  departing 
from  it,  and  y.it  ahvaye  remaining  a  part  of  the  yieople.    Y/e  need  not  fear 
revolution  because  our  goverrta 2nt  is  constantly  revolving,  witn.  almost 
a  complete  rjvolutior  every  four  yerrs.     United  States  Senators  inu  the 
judges  of  some  of  our  courts,  alone,  having  longer  periods  or  office. 

The  unique  characteristic  of  this  government  is  tliat  it  is  a  govern- 
ment by  the  people.     All  gov  rnments  liiw.:^  b^en  governments  of  the  people, 
and  most  of  th:,m  ha^^c  claimed  to  be  fo.    the  -eoople,  but  in  a  unique  sense, 
tliis  is  a  fov^mmcnt  by  t.i-;  people.     Inasmuch  as  the  pjriod  since  the 
Civil  War  has  been  one  in  which  our  p;ople  have  more  and  more  come  to  a  re- 
alization th-.t  our  government  belongs  to  them,   it  v/ill  be  an^^ro-or ir. to  to 
uxamine  some  of  the  expressions  of  that  belief  as  inanif e sted  in~  the  struc- 
ture of  our  goverrancnt.     It  has  been  manifested  in  rnany  -  'ays,  but  in  no 
way  more  than  in  thj  changes  made  in  th^  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  of  the  s  jV'^ral  ste-tus,  and  ir.  the  increasing  flooa  of  logi elat  ion.  In- 
di-niant  protects  against  tampering  with  fundamental  Icx!  and  well  es- 
tablished principles,  and  a-ainst  the  flood  of  le-islation,  have  b.:en  in- 
sufficient to  -orevent  there  ch.^igcs.     Th^  people  beli-.v.;  th;^t  the-r  o\/n 
the  govornjnent  and  are  entitled  to  us.,  it  in  v/orking  out  th.dr  ^Drobljma, 
v/hich  coafrent  th^m  in  nation  and  ihe  state.     There ^ha 3  been,   in  a  v..ry 
true  sense,  a  uav  birth  of  liberty.     It  is  b -cause  of  the  effect  of 
Abrah^im  Lincoln's  rttitudu  and  teaching  upon  this  n.;w  birth  of  liberty  tlx.t 
it  is  particularly  c:7propriate  to  sp.jah  oi  it  tonight.     One  of  thj  imrio- 
diate  results  of  th^  Civil  "/^r  was  the  \/riting  into  the  Constitution  of  the 
13th,  14th  and  15th  amendments;  the  13th  abolishing  slavery,  the  14th  and 
15th  establishing  definitely,  and  for  th^  first  tim.-j,  tnc  rights  of  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  not  only  witliiLi  their  own  states,  uut  also 
in  any  other  state  of  the  Union.     Uoro  -r/^is  a  n  :w  charter  of  libert".  not 
only  tc  the  slave  but  to  all  the  citizens  of  ^-^e  -^^eitod  States.     It '  3  s 
difficult  for  anyone  oth:r  than  a  student  of  law  to  ap-rreci.:t3  the  si'^-- 
nificrncc  and  the  far-reaching  effect  of  t^LOse  tb.ree  em --dereit s.     It  is 
not  too  rxuch  to  say  the.t  the  late  Constitutional  aaendm._;nt l ,  -jvin-  t':c 
Federal  govornm-nt  power  to  levy  an  raceme  tax;  "orovidi-ig  for  tn.3  direct 
election  of  senators,  and  gran tin^-  women  suffrage,  all  -r.w  out  of  this 
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s'uxao  Gxpcnuing  poriod  of  li'bort7  v/liicli  luvl  itc  birth  ivi  tlic  Dcclrirction  of 
IncI;j.^>GndonGO ,  r.nd  its  iiov/  "birth  in  tiio  co?istitiit ional  amoiidiUjntG  rosultinT 
from  the  Civil  ',7a,r.

In  1 3:?:islat ion  concomin^,-  v/orncn,  wo  nave  tlij  state  sto.t  itcs  and  tho 
constitutional  anondmont  oxtcnuing.,to  them  tho  rif:ht  of  suffra;:;o  and  yiving 
to  thorn  an  oqnal  po.rticipation  in  tho  affa.irs  of  r:ov..jranort .    Wo  havo  in 
inany  j'^irisdi ct ions  extended  to  thn.i  the  riylit  to  sit  on  juries  and.  to  hold 
nnblic  offico.     Lows  iiavo  bo^n  ono.ctod  liheralizin,y  the  property  ric;hts  of 
mrriod  women,  putting-  tlijm  more  nearly  on  a.  pjorit^r  with  ■nr.rriod.  iTicn.  Thoii 
rights  over  their  sop>:.rato  property  havo  boon  increased,  and  their  pov/crs 
over  toiat  property,  withoiit  roforonco  to  tho  consent  of  tho  husband,,  have 
boon.  oxtend.Gd.    A  liberal  provision  for  motherhood,  thro'agh  raothcrs'  pension 
laws,  and  liberal  allo'.cnco  through  juvenile  court  for  the  st;pport  of

'ipon  the  industry  itself,  rer:ardlese  of  tho  crust  ion  of  neoliyenco.  Legisla- 
tion for  the  estalilis.Tmo -it  of  salety  devioos  t  ".  prot:^ct  W0i'^a'nen  from  the 
hazards  of  their  performance,  1  .,,islotion  short jninr  the  h-urs  of  labor; 
■n'oriding  ptiolic  oraplo-'m'rr-it    'ffices-;  la.\'S  restricting  in;nigra-,t  ion,  a.nd  laws 
for  tho   orotectior  e  f  y.-.njr ico-r  ind'Tstrios  against  fcri'ign  cnopet ition,  ?u  e 
t.iiiong  the  notable  adva.ic^s  in  legislation  for  the  b..nofit  of  th.^  working 
man . 

In  taxation  y.iatters,  time  is      growi:og  tooidoncv  to  tax  tho  wealthy 
man  not  only  upon  the  ad  •^.'olorcm  principle  up'^n  his  cop  itr.l ,  but  also  upon 
his  incjmo,  at  r.  tos  v'hio...  increase  with  the  amount  of  that  inccmo.  Tho 
iirioi  i  tance  tax  la^/s  h  ve  become  well  ni;:h  univ  rsal  and  l  esult  in  toking 
a  s-obstantir.l  paxt  ^f  th corpus  of  the  property  of  thvj  rich  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  stote  and  -lational  g  iverni-nont.     Thus  a  o'ost  portion  of  tho  sum  ro- 
qiiirod  to  educate  th:.  children  in  our  public  sc:r■^^ls  is    lai*'.  by  the  wealth^?- 
people  rf  the  nat  i.-n,  t]nis  furnishing-  t-:  o-"ory  child  an  opportunity-  rc;::ard- 
less  of  til.,  financio-l  oibuation  of  tjio  po-reintc. 

In  t':e  jxocutivo  bronich  of  t'le  go^'-erTarrent  there  ho,s  not  only  boon 
a  chock  in  tho  method  of  soioctior,  of  elective  officers,  but  there  has  been 
an  extension  of  the  principles  of  civil  ser-^'ice  to  a  vr.st  niunber  of  onploy- 
ecs  in  t.ie  nr-tionaJ-,   state  and  municipa.1  govcrniviont .     The  rc-i.tino  functions 
Off  governn.jnt  of  thj  ru.tion,  of  the  str.te,  ,and  of  t]oo  city,  on'O  largely 
carriofl  on  b*;  civil  service  omployees,  leaving  general  nrincipljs  of  govern- 
ment to  be  doterrained  by  officers  elected  by  tho  p-jople  thrcugh  the  medium 
of  their  politica.1  oarties.     The  civil  service  system  not  o'lly  tends  to  se- 
cure faithful  sjrvico,  but  b}y  removing  th^  s^-^lf-intcre st  of  an  omployee  in 
a,n  election,  removes  orio  oi'  the  grea,tost  obstacl.  s  to  free  governi.ient. 
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\Vc  arc  apt  to  fliiiilc  of  Abrahain  Lincoln  as  lir.vinj:  freed  four  million 
slaves.     He  v::s  the  groat  crnanciijator,  l^^it  his  purpose  v/as  untirol;-  rlif- 
fcront  froi-i  tliat.     Ho  t'osirod  to  froo  the  minds  of  mon  fro-a  tho  curse  of 
slavery.     He  not  only  liberated  four  million  slaves,  'out  ]ie  liberated  the 
ninds  of  tliirty-tv/o  million  people  from  the  curse  of  slavery.     It  v/as  in 
eradicating  from  the  hearts  of  the  citizens  of  this  land,  their  adherence 
to  sla-.-ery  that  Lincoln  most  rjreatl;;,  triimiphed.     Indeed,  it  'vvas  t"ds  he 
so:..i2:ht  to  bring  about.     He  \7ant  3d  slax'ery  teept  out  of  t'le  new  states.  He 
wanted  mon  in  tlie  new  states  to  be  free  and  to  be  created  in  an  atmosphere 
of  freedom..     He  \'/as  at  first  willinr:  that  slevory  be  continued  in  tho  statue 
v/hero  it  existed.     He  ■./anted,  to  see  men's  minds  e:;pandinr  tov/ard  freedom 
ratlier  than  embracing  slavery.     Wo  see  abon.t  us  evidences  on  ever;"  liand  thai; 
the  spirit  of  freedom  is  in  t]ij  seals  of  men.     There  \/erc  draft  riots  in 
the  Civil  W,nr  because  m.cn  felt  them.selves  to  be  something  a;:x;.rt  from  the 
government.     There  were  none  in  the  World  \Var  because  ev3ry  citizen  had 
learnjd  to  feel  that  it  wr.s  his  v/ar  and  tliat  thj  principle  of  sjlecti-'o  ser- 
vice v/as  a  nev/  advance  of  the  princiules  of  freedom,  art.  tiiat  service  -./as 
among  the  obligations  of^  citizenship. 

Wo  arc  buildijig  hero  a  "-overnment .     The  f  o"anda.tions  for  that  govern- 
m.ent  v/ere  laid  in  early  English  history.     Our  forefathers  who  came  to  tnis 
country  and  established  the  colonies,   in    )roci:ring  t-iijir  charters,  and 
enacting  the  earlier  la;/s  foi-  their  5  ^vere  building  on  these  founda-- 

tions.     T]io  Declc-ration  of  Independence  wr  s  -rected  u-^on  th  3se  fo-.:ndations 
It  -  'as  followed  by  f.;.  j  constitution  of  the  Unitjd  States,  by  t::.e  amcndm,:,nt 
to  that  constitution  resulting  from.  thi.  Civil  War,  by  the  constitutions 
of  tho  B2V 'tlJ.  states,  by  the  v  st  nunbcr  of  judicial  decisions  in- 
terpreting Gonstitutiors  and  statutes,  and  by  a  flood  of  1  DJ^rislation. 
Some  of  these  la\/s  and  so;,-;e  of  t]-ese  constitutional  pi'ovicions  iia^'e  bjen 
repealed  or  superseded,  but  in  the  main  we  jia-^e  be  n  building  into  thu 
struct^.ire  those  t:iin.:'3  thr.t  our  chil'lr^n  will  inherit  from  us.     Tliey  meist 
livj  and  ^ewell  \/ithin  the  goverm.unt  -/liich  v/e  h;..nd  dov/n  to  thein. 

There  are  in  V/ashington  two  monuinents,  the  Washington  moniLment  and  the 
Lincoln  Memorial,  facing  each  other  across  tlve  Mirror  Pool.     At  the  h^i^^ht 
of  about  150  feet  on  tlie  Washington  monui  ^nt  there  is  a  distinct  line  areuuu 
the  moujun.-nt  marlcing  tlie  point  at  ■..-]- ich  its  construction  ceased  in  1352,  to 
bo  rosv^ned  about  1880.     Up  to  this  point,  the.  mon^iment  was  erected  in 
times  of  slavery  an/,  perhaps,   in  part  by  el  .ve  Irbor.     It  was  left  standing 
here  unfinished.     As  the  c'isceneions  leading  to  the  Civil  War  increased, 
and  duriir-  the  entire  period  of  th.,t  eivil  war,  Abrahrje  Lincoln  could 
see  tii'j  unfinis'ied  strxicture  from,  the  windo-,/s  of  his  office  in  thj  '.'.niite 
House,  and  v/hen  he  pondered  upon  the  durability  of  this  nation,  ho  no  doubt 
wondered  v/hether  that  mon-.iment  -./ould  ever  be  compl...tod.     It  remai:;ed  for 
a  re-united  :ir.tion  to  comnlete  the  i.ionvue  .;nt  which  is  itself  a  s^eheol  of 
union  as  v/ell  as  a  memorial  for  Georg.  Washington.     An  ^  novg  th...  st  tue  of 
Abrahe/m  Lincoln  gaz^s  out  across  the  IlirroT  Pool  to  t~\o  co/.mi  jt._d  mon;e-i.nt. 
Wo  can  easily  imagine  the  spirit  of  Lincoln  rejoicing  in  tin:;  compl.jt  ja 
non-.cnoiit,  ani  noting  with  pride  the  line  "./hi oh  marhs  th-  paesr.ge  from 
slavery  to  freedom.     An',  so  with  the  str  icture  ahich  ; 'e  -.re  buildir  -  rbo-.t 
us.     31a'-:.rT  has  b^on    diminated  and  the  str  ■ct-.n-j  b^ln'"  erector   is  b  dnf- 
fashion.al  by  men  who  h;ve  minds  th-t  ere  free.

Loth  pravod  to 
the  same  Coc  for  victory.  Put  Lincoln  believed  that  God  could  not  be  so 
unjnst  as  to  condemn  some  iion  to  sliavery  and  to  pivo  to  o  thj  is  ownership 
in  h^riian  beings.     He  L.ad  a  hoen  sense  of  justice  and  he  beli:ved  in  the 
di,E?nit"/  of  iuan  as  man.    P;  sa//  in  this  r^tioni  an  instmment  in  the  "xands 
of  God  to    /oi'h  out  His  plans  for  the;  liberty  and  equalit'"  of  man  -;V  ;r'Pl7hero 
and  for  all  time.
